Secretary of State Kellogg is pre­ 
pared to sail for Europe for the sol­ 
em n ceremonies as early as mid- 
August. 
"The high contracting parties sol­ 
emnly declare in the names of their 
respective peoples that they condemn 
recourse to war for the solution of 
International controversies, and re­ 
nounce it as an instrum ent of na­ 
tional policy in their dealings with 
one another," the treaty says in part. 
"The high contracting parties agree 
th a t the settlement or solution of all 
disputes or conflicts of whatever na­ 
ture or of whatever origin they may 
be, which may arise among them, 
ahall never be sought except by pa­ 
cific means." 
Under the terms of the approved 
text all other powers may adhere to 
the treaty simply by declaring their 
willingness to sign. 
The new treaty should form a new 
capstone In the existing body of in­ 
ternational treaty law.

SO.—Wednesday and Thursday Com- 
i pany I had its turn on the rifle range. 
A little explanation at this point 
will simplify matters. First we were 
taught to aim from four positions, 
prone, sitting, kneeling and standing. 
Each basic 
student 
is allowed SO 
rounds of ammunition. The first 15 
are shot for practice and the second 
15 for record. 
The targets are 200 yards away, 
measuring six by four feet and have a 
ten inch bull’s eye. 
A direct hit on the bull’s eye counts 
five and a shot in the first ring counts 
four. A hit in the outer ring counts 
two. If all the 15 shots enter the 
bull’s eye the highest possible score, 
which is 75 is made. To qualify as a 
marksrfian a student must make a 
score of 56. It will be difficult for 
any company to better the record 
made by Company I today for there 
was hardly one person who did not 
make at least 56. 
While on the range each student 
has a coach who watches him closely 
and gives him his shells and other 
essentials. Every precaution is taken 
to be sure there will be no acci­ 
dents. 
The second year men had a more 
difficult assignment which is only 
natural. The “reds" shoot 50 shots 
in all. Ten are shot 
in the prone 
position, five sitting and five kneeling. 
The possible score is 100 but the 
scores ranged from 
36 to 99. 
Ted 
Streeter of Ellwood City ranked high 
with 94. These rounds are shot in 
slow succession. Later each "red" was 
given 10 shells to be shot in 70 sec­ 
onds and again Streeter led with a 
score of 49 out of a possible 50. In or­ 
der to qualify as sharpshooter each 
student must have scored 84 out of 
a possible 100. 
Wherever there is a range there is 
an alibi squad, composed of those 
fellows who blame their low score 
on the rifle.

“Two or three weeks ago I first 
heard of Virginia Drew. I got a let­ 
ter from her in which she asked me 


to look over some verses she had 
written. She wanted to know frankly 
if they were good or bad. 
"She gave me her ’phone number 
in the letter and I called her up. She 
begged to be allowed to call at my 
apartment, bringing the verses. 
So 
she came. They were not a bit artis­ 
tic and I was forced to tell her so. 
She asked for frankness. 
"She left very much disappointed. 
Then last Sunday night she appeared 
again. She buret into my apartment, 
saying, in a most m atter of fact tone, 
that she was going to kill "herself" 
because of her disappointment over 
my criticism of the verses and her 
home conditions. 
” ‘I ’m not going to carry on any 
longer,’ was what she said. I argued 
with her until I was black in the face, 
trying to persuade her it was better 
to carry on, that she eould give up 
verse and devote her talents to music, 
painting or something else artistic.” 
"Why, I argued with her from eight 
in the evening until three in the 
morning trying to talk her out of 
suicide, and I thought I succeeded. 
When she left, I walked with her 
along 45th street. New York, and fin­ 
ally got her promise to go on living 
and make the best of things.

"I went back to the hotel where my 
apartm ent Is. The next day the clerk 
told me a man had called, flashed a 
badge of the secret service, said he 
was a brother of Miss Drew and 
hinted at suicide. 
I packed up and got out of town to 
avoid publicity. I had nothing to do 
with her death. 
Unfortunately she 
took my criticism to heart. She’s the 
last I’ll ever befriend " 
A Friend Tells Story 
According to word from New York, 
Carolyn Novotny, close friend of the 
dead girl, Miss Drew had completed 
two manuscripts on theology and re­ 
incarnation. These had been sent to 
a publisher and returned, unaccepted, 
but in telling of these failures the 
girl told her friend: 
"I’ve met a literary light and he 
has promised to help me. 
I am so 
happy because I ’m having some good 
luck at last." 
Then several days later, Virginia is 
said to have telephoned Carolyn again 
to say: "We’ve entered Into a suicide 
pact.” 
Virginia had told her parents of 
her “Literary Light" and had given 
her mother his name only last Sun­ 
day. That was the day she was last 
at home. 
Her father searched hos­ 
pitals for three days before her body 
was found in the Hudson river and 
identified by him.

ords.

While the members of Pyle’s 
troupe jog-trotted, ran or merely 
lagged along the roadside Ftretell­ 
ing from California to New York 
City, this Gunn youngster stepped 
a measured tread ana walked the 
entire distance. 
A week j.ftcr the 
finish of the Derby of Blistered 
Feet most of the entrants entered 
a 26-hour race in Madison Square 
Garden in New York City. Young 
Gunn again did his stuff for fhe 
benefit of the few customers who 
grew ljnesome together in the big 
arena. 
But Gunn didn’t mind the lack 
of attendance. Hour ifter hour he 
swung around the small oval, arms 


and legs attuned to a seady gait 
which never varied. 
Gunn’s feat has recalled other 
well-known 
walkers 
a n d 
h a s 
brought up such famous names as 
Dan O’Leary and Edward Payson 
Weston. 
The latter, one of the 
best showmen of the trampers, is 
now retired. 
Some years ago he 
was a rival of OiLeary, but today 
he couldn’t step with the jaunty 
Dan despite the fact that they are 
both the same age, each having 
been born in the year 1839. 
In the face of his almost ninety 
years, O’Leary is still an active 
walker and does his fifteen miles 
every day. 
He not only does it, 
but he sets a pace which is rather 
difficult for a younger man to fol­ 
low. 
He hopes to live to be 100, 
and on his hundredth birthday he
